were ſufficient invitation, for which 1 gladly here offer my Thanks, eſpecially to thoſe 
worthy and grateful Strangers, who are more candid and equal in their Cenſure, than ſome 
new Judges of our own Country, who ( in ſpight of their Stars) will fit and pronounce upon 
things they underſtand not. But this is the Fate of all mankind, to be render'd leſs at home 
than abroad. For my part I can ſay (and there are will believe me) that if any man have 
low thoughts of me he 1s of my opinion, Yet the way of Compoſition I chiefly profeſs (which 
is to ſhape Notes to the Words and Senſe) is not hit by too many: and I have often been fad 
to obſerve ſome (otherwiſe able) Muſitians guilty of ſuch lapſes and miſtakes this way, And 
poſſibly this is it makes many of us hear ſo ill abroad; which work's a Belief amongſt our 

ſelves, That Engliſh Words will not run well in Muſich: This I have ſaid, and muſt ever avow, 
is one of the Errors of this Generation. I confeſs I could wiſh that ſome of our words could 
ſpare a Conſonant (which muſt not be ſtirr'd, for fear of removing thoſe Landmarks in ſpel- 
ling which ſpeak their Originall) but thoſe are few, and ſeldome occur; and when they do 
are manageable enough by giving eachSyllable its particular humour; provided the breath of 
the ſenſe be obſerv'd. And (I ſpeak it freely once for all) that if Exgliſs words which are 
fitted for Song doe not run ſmooth enough, tis the fault either of the Compoſer or Singer. 
Our Eugliſt is io ſtor d with plenty of Monoſpllables ( which, like ſmall ones, fill up the 
chinks ) that it hath great priviledge over divers of its Neighbours, and in ſome particulars 
(with reverence be it ſpoken) above the very Latin, which Language we finde is much over- 
charg'd with the letter [| 5 eſpecially in hui] and ſuch hiſſing Terminations. But our new 
(riticks lodge not the fault in our Wordt only; tis the Artiſt they tax as a man unſpirited 
for forraign delights : which vanity ſo ſpreads, that thoſe our Productions they pleaſe to 
like, muſt be born beyond the Alpes, and father'd upon ſtrangers. And this is ſo notorious, 
that not long ſince ſome young Gentlemen, who were not untravell'd, hearing ſome Songs 
I had ſet to Italian Words ( publickly ſung by excellent Voices ) concluded thoſe Songs were 
begotten in Italy, and ſaid ( too loud) They would fain hear ſuch Sengs to be made by an 
Emngliſh-man. Had they layd their Scene a little nearer home, there had been more colour; 
for, a ſhort Ayre of mine ( neer 20 years old) was lately reviv'd in our neighbour Nation, 

and publickly Sung to words of their own as a ae. horn piece, without alteration of any one 
Note: Tis the Ayre to thoſe words, [ 01d Poets Hypocrene admire, &c. | a ſorry Trifle (a 
man would think) to be rais'd from the dead after 18 years buriall.

For they can tell (if we knew it not) that Muſick is the ſame in Exglandas in 
Italy; the Concords and Diſcords, the Paſſions, Spirits, Majeſty, and Humonrs, are all the 
ſame they are in England; their manner of Compoſing is ſufficiently known to us, their beſt 
Compoſitions being brought over hither by thoſe who are able enough to chooſe. But we 
muſt not here expect to finde Muſick at the higheſt, when all Arts and Sciences are at ſo low 
an ebbe. As for my ſelf, although I have loft my Fortunes with my Maſter (of ever-bleſſed 
memory) I am not ſo low to bow for a ſubſiſtence to the follies of this Age; and to humor 
ſuch as will ſeem to underſtand our Art, better than we that have ſpent our lives in it. I have 
Printed the Greek in a Roman ( haratter, for the eaſe of Muſicians of both Sexes.
